Many of the passengers on the train were

terrible scene followed. There were cries 
help from all parts of the train, mingled 
th the dying moans of others whose lives 
being crushed out. Steam was escaping 
rom the monster freight engine, and soon the 
ok caught fire and the flames crowded upon 
se who were fast in the debris. The few 
ons who escaped without injury worked 
th almost superhuman power in their efforts 
rescue the more unfortunate ones.

F WHO I8 RESPONSIBLE? 

Who is responsible for the wreck is a ques- 
tion as yet undetermined. The coroner will 
begin an inquest this afternoon. The com- 
pany’s officials now here will render all the 
assistance they can, and will assoon as possi- 
ble make the most complete investigation. It 
‘would appear that the whole accident was due 
to the carelessness of some one in leaving the 
switch open. The heavy freight train was 
running at the rate of thirty miles an hour, 
and it struck the passenger train with full 
force. Itis rumored that three members of 
the Pittsburg baseball team were killed in the 
wreck, but this is not believed, as they play 
another game at Cincinnati today.

CASUALTIES IN CHATTANOOGA. 


An Attempt at Suicide—-Boys Jamp from 
a Car and Are Hurt. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 3.—[{Special.]— 
Willis Clannahan, a young white man of good 
address, twenty-one years old, tried to commit 
suicide this morning. He was discovered at 
11 o’clook, and a note found stating that he 
had taken twenty grains of morphine. He 
wrote that he could not get work and wanted 
to die, 

Clannahan hails from Metropolis, Ill., but 
has been funning a paper at Tunnel Hill, Ga., 
for the land company. Doctors are still at 
work on the would-be suicide with fair hopes 
of saving him. 

William Meely, a colored sawyer for Heyser 
& Co.’s sawmill, was badly cut up this morn- 
ing byasaw. His left leg, above the knee, 
was cut off and the right arm near the wrist 
was almost cut off. The fleshy part of his 
right thigh was sliced off. It is thought he 
can’t live.

A MILITARY CHANGE. 


Three Military Divisions Abolished—The 
‘Purpose of the Order. 

WasHinoton, July 3.—Secretary Proctor 
today signed an order abolishing three great 
military divisions of the United States, These 
werethe Atjantic, Pacific and Missouri, com- 
manded respectively by Major Generals 
Howard, Ruger and Miles. The division of 
the Pacific included the department of Cali- 
fornia and the department of the Columbia, 
and the division of Missouri included the 
department of Platte and the department of 
Dakota. ; 

By today’s order the departments remain in- 
tact. The purpose is to make department 
commanders report directly to Major General 
Schofield, commanding the army, and the sec- 
retary of war, instead of, as heretofore, report- 
ing to their divisioncommanders. This policy 
was tested a years or two ago, when the de- 
partments of Texas, Arizonaand Missouri were 
detached from the divisions in which they had 
been included. 

One of the features of the order is the as- 
signment of General Kautz to command the 
department of Columbia, which he earnestly 
desired to command, as it was there that his 
first military service was rendered, and where 
he wished to retire next year. The depart- 
ment of Columbia has been vacant for some 
time, as has also been the deparment of Da- 
kota, vacated by General Ruger’s assignment 
to the Pacific coast, and now filled by General 
Merritt. 


DEATH BY YELLOW FEVER. 


Assistant Surgeon Groenevelt Dies of the 
Dread Disease. 

WASHINGTON, July 3.—A telegram was re- 
ceived today by Surgeon General Wyman, of 
the Marine hospital service, from the United 
States quarantine station at Chandeleur island, 
off the coast of Mississippi, announcing the 
death there on the night of June 29th, of As. 
sistant Surgeon J. F. Groenevelt of yellow 
fever. Dr. Groenevelt was taken illon June 
18th and at the time of his death wasin charge 
of the quarantine station at Chandeleur, which 
bas supervision over the gulf and lower Mis- 
sissippi river. Dr. Groenevelt had previously 
seen quarantine duty at the South Atlantic, 
gulf and Cape Charles quarantines and his 
record in the bureau shows a statement to the 
effect that he had previously had yellow fever, 
and he had shown special aptitude for quaran- 
tine service. 
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THE CHILIANS DENY 


That They Have Been Guilty of Acts of 
Cruelty. 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Telegrams received 
from Chili at the legation in Washington deny 
all the acts of cruelty and bad treatment re- 
ferred to in reports published in the press of 
the United States. The legation has no news 
of encounters between the Chilian govern 
ment’s troops and those of the insurgents. 
Huasco, which is said to have been taken by 
insurgents, it was said at the legation, is a 
small port of noimportance ahd defenseless, 
and is consequently atthe mercy of the guns 
of the insurgent navy. —

THEY MADE IT PAY. 


The Officers of Wheeling Swoop Down Upon 
Swindlers. 

WHEELING, W. Va., July 3.—The United 
States authorities swooped down on the Fra- 
ternity of Financial Co-operation today, too 
late to catch the big birds engaged in it, how- 
ever, but they arrested J. C. Newell, of Phila- 
delphia, in charge, and stopped all operations. 
Warrants are also out for R. T. Ruby, C. F. 
Dollmer, supreme treasurer; E. Winfield 
Lukens, general secretary; F. C. Faris, Loring 
Chambers, T. C. Hughes. Rose Moran, Ida 
Fay, Emma Walton and ,Cyrus Dixon for 
complicity in-the scheme, and telegrams have 
been sent to the United States marshals at 
Philadelphia, Washington, Baltimore, New 
York, Cleveland and other points to arrest 
them on sight, on the charge of using the 
mails for fraudulent purposes. 

The bank books of the fraternity show that 
between May 16th and June 12th, less than 
one month, they deposited in the Exchange 
bank, of this city, $123,742.32, and in six weeks 
$146,000 were deposited. The concern still] has 
$125,000 in bank here, against which there 
were checks of but $29,176. The concern has 
14,000 victims in the New England, eastern 
and central states, not counting western. 

Special Postoffice Inspectors Naylor and 
Hooten have been here for several days, work- 
ing up cases against several short-time endow- 
ment orders that have jtheir national head- 
quarters in Wheeling, claiming to be chartered 
under the laws of this city. This is the second 
order of the kind that has gone under here in 
a week, and another is still doing business. 

Within the past three months those con- 
cerns have scooped in more than a million 
dollars. On Tuesday of this week a Cleve- 
land attorney served an attachment on the 
fraternity’s funds in the Exchange bank here, 
in behalf of certificate holders in that city, 
who claim’ they had been swindled by the or- 
der.

FRENCHY CONVICTED. 


Inspector Byrnes Believes that Frenchy Is 
the Whitechapel “Jack the Ripper.” 

New York, July 3.—The jury in the case of 
Ameer Ben Ali, alias“ Jack the Ripper,”’on trial 
charged with the murder of oid Carrie Brown, 
in an East river hotel, last April, brought in 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree at 10 o’clock tonight, after being out two 
hours.

And Gives An Account of the Troubles in 
Hayti. 

New York, July 3.—{Special.}—-Frederick 
Douglass, United States minister to Hayti, ar- 
rived in this city this morning on the 
royal Dutch maii ship’ Prinz Willem III, and 
his return to this ceuntry is said to be @ prac- 
tical recal], although disguised by a leave of 
absence. Hesays that he will not return. 
The party consisted of Douglass, his white wife 
and secretary of the legation, Bassett. This 
comprises the entire United States legation at 
Hayti. : 

On his arrival Douglass refused to be inter- 
viewed. The party left at once for Washing- 
ton. The minister was provoked by the ac- 
counts in the American newspapers of his fright 
at the time of the Fete-Dien uprising. He 
denounced the story as an absurd fabrication. 
He gave Captain Slutter, of the Prinz 
Willem, a detailed account of the uprising. 

“The riot,”” said Douglass, “took place on 
May 28th. 1t was a surprise affair, in that tho 
attacking party was so small, comparatively 
and the number of the killed insurgents ex- 
ceeded one hundred. What they expected to 
accomplish I can’t tell. The city of Port au 
Prinoe is full of Hyppolite’s soldiers, ready to 
quell the slightest outbreak, and the affair 
took place a little before noon. 

‘‘Hyppolite was at the time atchurch. The 
rioters marched .to the prison and shat the 
warden and guards. They liberated all the 
prisoners indiscriminately. The majority of 
those in prison were there for political 
offenses, confined at Hyppolite’s order. There 
were also a number of criminals. 

‘“‘As soon as Hyppolite heard the shot, he 
left the church hurriedly, and was soon at the 
head oi his troops. In balf an hour the mob 
was dispersed and the revolt atan end, The 
leader of the mob was apprehended and sum- 
marily executed. Any prisoners found at 
large were likewise'shot down.’”’ 

It was at-this time that Minister. Donglass 
was reported fleeing for his life, amid a shower 
of bullets. Douglass says that is untrae. 

‘Tt is said that up to last Saturday 271 were 
killed,” said the minister. “By some it 
is placed at many times this number. 
It isin any event frightful. On the day after 
the riot, Hyppolite rode through the streets at 
the head of his troops. It is not true that 
friends and foes alike were killed. Hyppolite 
discriminated with great ease, but he deter- 
mined to make away with his enemies. During 
the riot the ple of the city were beside 
themselves with fright and they have hardly 
yet recovered,” 


THE LAKE IN THE DESERT. 


Exploring Parties Say the Water Comes 
from Colorado River. 

Yuma, Cal., July 3.—The important fact is 
now established that there is a continubus 
stream of water flowing on the surface in the 
channel of New river from Colorado river at a 
point fifteen miles below Yuma to Alton sink. 
The news was brought here this afternoon by 
parties who arrived from the desert. 

The Indians say that water has been run- 
ning from Colorado river into New river ever 
since February last. Railroad officials here 
are now convinced that the water in the dese r 
lake comes from Colorado river. One of the 
exploring parties which is now out will ex- 
amine the break in the bank of Colorado river 
and see if the water cannot be stopped. 


TREIR LEADER NO MORE. 


Parnell’s Cold Reception at Carlow and 
Myshall. 

Lonpon, July 3.—Parnell’s marriage has 
not helped his cause, as he and his friends 
last week confidently hoped it would. The 
action of the Irish bishops yesterday in reaf- 
firming their declaration that Parnell is unfit 
to be a leader of the Irish people, shows that 
no quarter will be given him by the clergy. 
This is considered to be a final blow to Par- 
nell’s cause, and the reception which he met 
with at Carlow yesterday shows that the peo- 
ple have ceased to pay any attention to him. 

At Myshall, it may be added, Parnell ad- 
dressed a meeting at which only thirty people 
were present, 

Archbishop Walsh has written a letter to 
Thomas Sexton, member of parliament, ex- 
pressing the prelate’s gratitude for the splen- 
did services rendered by Sexton and his col- 
leagues in parliament during the discussion of 
the Irish land bill.

ARRESTED FOR ARSON, 


Gets Angry and Tries to Burn 
Out Her Landlady. 
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Charges Assault—Mr. Tolleson Enters 
a Vigorous Denial. 


J. R. Tolleson, the ex-president of the Mer- 
cantile Banking Company, is under lock and 
key again. 

The charge this time may be a more serious 
one than failing with 35 cents assets—more se- 
rious than staying in jail eighteen months for 
contempt of court. This, however, remains 
to be seen, as there are always two sides to 
every case—and Mr. Tolleson has many friends 
who firmly believe his side to this case. 

This time there is a woman in it. 

Her name is Miss Annie Moran, recently of 
Brooklyn. 

She came here seven weeks ago in answer to 
an advertisement for a stenographer and type- 
writer. 

She accepted this position in Mr. Tolleson’s 
office at $10 a week, though it is said that she 
is neither a stenographer nor a typewriter. 

She is a very pretty blonde, about twenty- 
two years of age, rather below the medium 
height, of vivacious temperament and engag- 
ing manner. 

The charge upon which Mr. Tolleson was 
arrested is assault upon Miss Moran. 

The alleged assault was committed in Mr. 
Tolleson‘s office, 495 Loyd street, about half- 
past 7 o’clock yesterday morning. 

Mr. Tolleson was arrested by Captain Couch 
as he was passing the station house about 8 
o'clock last evening, and promptly locked up 
at the station house. Bail was refused, though 
several of Mr. Tolleson’s friends called last 
night togo on his bond, if one could be ar- 
ranged. 

They professed confidence that a full and 
complete investigation would wholly exon- 
erate Mr. Tolleson ofthe serious crime with 
which he is charged. 

MISS MORAN’S STORY. 

This is substantially the story that Miss 
Moran related to Captain Couch, chief of de- 
tectives, at the station house last night: 

“A little over two months ago I read an ad- 
vertisement by Mr. Tolleson, offering a posi- 
tion in his office as stenographer and type- 
writer. I answered it from Brooklyn, 
my home. After some correspondence, Mr. 
Tolleson agreed to pay my traveling expenses, 
and I came here. He offered $10 a week, 
and I accepted the place. 

“Matters moved along smoothly for some 
time. At the end of perhaps a month I became 


provoked at the too-familiar manner of Mr. ‘| Ch 


Tolleson. 

‘“‘Last Tuesday 1 quit,remaining at my home, 
on Wheat street. Mr. Tolleson had agreed to 
provide for the paynient of my board for a 
short while. This morning he sent mea note 
to my home, reqnesting me to come to his 
office to arrange for the month’s board. I 
went and after a short conference he asked me 
to post some books for him. [I had nearly 
completed this work when he opened the door 
of an adjoining room and told me to go in 
there. 

“I had hardly entered the room when Mr. 
Tolleson seized hold of me. I screamed for 
help, and very soon help came. 

“The first gentleman to runinto the office 
was intercepted bya negro who is employed 
by Mr. Tolleson. The gentleman pushed the 
negro aside and opened the door of the room 
in which Mr. Tolleson and I _ were, 
Mr. . Tolleson heard help coming, 
and turned me loose. My dress was torn and 
I was terribly frightened, but not injured other- 
wise—at least not seriously.”’ 

THE NEGRO ARRESTED, TOO. 

The matter was reported at police headquar- 
ters. 

The serious nature of the charge prompted

Editor Watterson’s Remark. 

‘It is stated that Editor Watterson, in his 
address before the students of the Univers- 
ity of Virginia, referring to the forces that 
will adjust themselves, remarked that the 
tariff question has lost much of its former 
importance. We have not the text of his 
address before us, but we dare say it con- 
tains a clear explanation of the remark, 
which, quoted by itself, is sure to be mis- 
leading. At any rate, itis safe to say that 
Editor Watterson’s statement does not just- 
ify the construction that will be placed on it 
by the republicans and the opponents of free 
silver. 

Undoubtedly what the distinguished 
Kentuckian means is, not that the tariff 
question has lost any of its real importance, 
but that the people are now discussing and 
considering another question of equal im- 
portance—namely, the free coinage of sil- 
ver. In other words, while tariff reform 
was formerly the most prominent and press- 
ing question before the public, that distinc- 
tion is now shared by the silver issue. 

Editor Watterson’s remark is not only 
true, but his recognition of the fact, consid- 
ering all the circumstances, is exceedingly 


graceful. ae 


The Coal Tax and the People. 


Our esteemed contemporary, The Augusta 
Chronicle, referring to the protests that 
have been made in these columns against 
the increased tax on coal levied by the trans- 
portation companies, says that ‘‘when At- 
lanta is hurt somebody must smoke.’’ 

It is not alone Atlanta that is hurt, but, 
directly or indirectly, all of the state. Dur- 
ing the last twenty years the consumption of 
coal in Georgia has grown from almost noth- 
ing to figures that are both impressive and 
important. With the growth of Georgia’s 
industries, both large and small, the con- 
sumption of coal has grown, and its use for 
steam and domestic purposes now covers a 
large portion of the state. Wherever rail- 
road facilities and reasonable rates have pre- 
vailed, economy has put grates where the 
old-fashioned fireplaces used to be, and en- 

’ terprise has built factories of more or less 
importance. These new industries are to 
be found all over the staee, and this unjust 
tax levied by the railroads isin the nature 
of a hardship that ought not to be tolerated. 

In this instance that which hurts Atlanta 
is hurtful to the whole state. If a member 
of the legislature were to introduce in that 
body a measure doubling the taxes of the 
manufacturing and industrial enterprises of 
the state, there would be a great outcry 
raised by the press and the people, Yet 
here are the transportation companiés prac- 
tically assuming the functions of the state 
and proceeding to levy an increased tax on 
the people and on the industrial enterprises 
of Georgia—a tax that tends to retard and 

‘cripple that very growth and progress to- 
ward which our people are bending all their 
energies. 

This is not merely unjust discrimination; 
it is downright robbery. In effect, the rail- 
road managers say to the people and to the 
industrial ventures which have been organ- 
ized: ‘You are getting along too comfort- 
ably; youare making too much money. 
You must divide your profits with us. Our 
rates on coal are high now, but you are so 
prosperous that we propose to call on you to 
pay us an increased tax from twenty-five to 
fifty cents a ton on the coal you use.”’ 

This is the demand that has been made, 
and this is the tax which the people are 
compelled topay. Indirectly, this tax falls 
on # great many who do not use coal, and it 
‘is a special burden on those who are per- 
sonally engaged in furthering the industrial 
progress ofthe state.

The Books We Read. 


The Powhatan Club, of Richmond, is 
making itself felt in politics as well as in so- 
ciety. 

A few days ago the club decided to dis- 
continue its subscriptions to The North 
American Review, Life, and The Century, 
on the ground that these publications are 
constantly admitting to their pages matter 
which is grossly insulting and unfair to the 
south. 

The Richmond Dispatch commends this 
course, and advises southerners generally to 
follow it. Our contemporary says: 

The club 1s no doubt aware of the fact that now 
and then these and other like periodicals give 
space to southern men to reply to misstatements 
which have been printed, but it probably takes 
the position that the only way to cure the evil is 
for those editors who care to have southern sub- 
scribers to read their contributors’ articles more 
carefully, and to refuseroom to such as willfuliy 
falsify history and recklessly attribute to Mr. Da- 
vis and to his cabinet and generals crimes and 
misconduct of which they were never guilty. To 
err 1s exceedingly human. No editor, no publica- 
tion is without fault; but when we see these 
magazines continually maligning the memory of 
our dead, and disregarding the opinion of the 
living, it is time to ask ourselves if we are justi- 
fied in showering our patronage upon them. 

If we are not to have a southern magazine, if 
our reading public will send its money north, in 
the name of common sense let us direct it to 
sources which are least objectionable. Some of 
the publishers are less hostile to us than others. 
Let us, therefore, help ourselves by helping them. 


This is sound advice. Why should we be 
expected to read and support publications 
in which our leaders are branded as traitors, 
their followers as rebels, and the masses as 
illiterate, lawless and half civilized? The 
fact that these periodicals occasionally admit 
an article on our side of the question does 
not clear their skirts. 

But we should not draw the line at the 
magazines. We should hunt down every 
false history and keepit out of our schools 
and our libraries. ‘‘Bryant’s Popular His- 
tory of the United States’’ is a case in point. 
That work says: ‘‘Webster would not or 
could not see that the question was not one 
simply of the ownership of black men, but 
of the supremacy of an {IIl-born, ill-bred, 
uneducated and brutal handful of slave- 
holders over a people of a higher strain of 
blood, with centuries of gentle breeding, 
and a high degree of moral -and intellectual 
training behind them.’’ Now, why should 
the southern people purchase and read such 
a history? The same objection applies to 
the Encyclopedia Britannica, which says 
that ‘‘mainly by their connection with the 
north the Carolinas have been prevented 
from sinking to the condition of Mexico or 
the Antilles.’’ 

If we litter our houses with such books 
the next generation of southerners will be 
prepared to agree with Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son that our people were ‘‘not civilized, but 
barbarous.’’ We should protect ourselves 
before it is too late, and it is to be hoped 
that the action of the Powhatan Club will 
be generally followed everywhere south of 
the Potomac.

.An Apostle of Discontent. 

The lecture delivered by ex-Senator In- 
galls, at the Chautauqua near Washington, 
the other night, was a brilliant talk, but it 
was nothing more. 

Mr. Ingalls voices the prevailing discon- 
tent ina clamorous way. He sounds the 
tocsin, sends off danger signals, and pre- 
dicts unspeakable horrors unless something 
turns up. 

Of course this is just what the people 
want to hear. It may come high, but they 
are willing to pay for it at the rate ofa dol- 
lara head if necessary. Mr. Ingalls dis- 
cusses the situation in a pleasantly cynical 
style.’ He pays a tribute to our greatness as 
a people, tells how we are piling up wealth 
until we have accumulated one “hundred 
thousand million dollars within the past 
thirty years, enough to make everybody com- 
fortable, and yet we Have 10,000,000 people 
who do not have enough to eat from one 
year’s end to another. He answers the 
charge of overproduction by asking if so 
many people go barefooted because there are 
too many shoes in the country. 

The eloquent lecturer calls attention to 
the contrast between the 31,000 persons who 
own more than one-half the wealth of the 
republic and the millions of toilers working 
hard only to end their days in helpless mén- 
dicancy. He declares that thereis a cruel 
inequality in the distribution of the wealth, 
the benefits and the privileges of life, and 
that even the worst modern agitators have 
some foundation for their-complaints against 
the injustice of society. He makes the point 
that if 31,000 men can control more than 
half of the property of the country, there is 
nothing to prevent one man from doing it in 
the course of time. If this state of things 
is to continue, he says, this land, instead of 
being the land of the free and the home of 
the brave, will be the land of the rich and 
the home of the slave, — 

This is a fairsample of the popular com- 
plaints putin shape by Mr. Ingalls. He 
asks how we are to prevent monopoly, - and 
questions the right of any one manto ac- 
cumulate $100,000,000, or $10,000,000, or 
even $1,000,000, when so many people are 
suffering. “ f 

It goes without saying that such talk will 


be heard with eager interest everywhere,.

A meeting of the tobacco planters of 
Decatur, Miller and Thomas counties, Georgia, 
and Leon and Gadsden counties, Florida, is callea 
to convene at Bainbridge at 11 o’clock a.m. on 
Saturday, July 3d, to consult together upon the 
subject of handling and selling the crop of 1891 to 
the best advantage, and the establishment of a 
proper warehouse at some suitable point, where 
the crop may be massed and stored and a market 
organized and established.

In the ‘Platform 
of Church Discipline’ of 1648, it was 
decided that ‘‘when an offender 
ig cast out of the church, the faithful are to 
sefrain from all spiritual and civil communion 
with him.’’ Thus bigotry asserted its right to 
@ man in matters of civil life—a spirit 

whith still prevails, though thinly veiled. In 
the ordinances of New England it was enacted 
that Quakers should be whipped and hanged ; 
that priests should suffer penalties which 
meant death. 

Seamstresses and tailors were forbidden to 
make sleeves 
—“whereby the nakedness of the arm may be 

Giscovered, and immoderate great sleeves, 
immoderate great+ breeches knots of 
fyban, broad shoulder bands and rayles, 
silk races, double ruffies and cuffs. 
And for the text quoted Ezekiel xu, 17, 18: 
‘Likewise thou son of man, set thy face against 
the daughters of thy people, which prophesy out 
. of their own heart; and prophesy thou against 
thei.

_ The gallows was planted in the center of the 
"yard between the jail building and the United 
' States prison. It was the first that has, been 

' used in Fulton county since 1867 and was a 

novelty to nearly every one around it. 

Early in the morning the street in front of 
the jail was thronged with negroes, men, 
women and children were there, and in the 
crowd a few white faces were presented. As 
the time passed the crowd grew larger and 
larger, and pressed closer to the jail. The 

“fence in front of the jail was lined when As- 
gistant Chief Couch marched down Fraser 
street, and with a detachment of the police 
force. Quickly the street was then cleared, 
the crowd taking the sidewalk on the other 
west side. Shortly after 7 o’clock the first 
ticket to the execution was presented. 

It was handed up by the father of Oliver, 
the man Washington killed. 

Mr. Turner, one of the jailers, was on the 
door, and ashe accepted the ticket and opened 
the jail door old man Oliver stepped in with 
anelastic step. Not long after Oliver entered 


3 ' another ticket holder came, and then up to 


noon Mr. Turner was kept busy handling the 
small piecesof papor which gave the possessor 
the privilege of seeing a man choke to death. 

A minute later and the prisoner, sheriff, 
deputies and ministers mounted the steps lead- 
ing to the scaffold. 

Then within the next half hour the Bible 
‘was read, a hymn was sung, a prayer was 
offered and an address was made and Wash- 
ington had taken his drop. 

The work, from its inception to its finish, 
bs was smooth, easy and without ajar. Though 
2 ’ 4t was the first man Sheriff Morrow had ever 
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seen hung, he did his work as calmly, coolly 
and perfectly as any old veteran of the noose. 

No one could have done the work better. 

The story of Washington’s' death and his 
last day is given in detail. 

THE DEATH MARCH. 

Ie was 12:45 o’clock p. m. when Sheriff 
Morrow headed the procession from the cell to 
the scaffold. : 

The sheriff was followed by Washington, 

with Jailers Faith and Miller on either side. 
These, in turn, were followed by the ministers 
of the goepel Deputy Sheriffs Barnes and 
Blount and the physicians bringing up the 
rear. 
Slowly through the space between the cells, 
with their occupants peeping through the 
grated. doors, the solemn march proceeded to 
the office, thence across the building to the 
yard and to the very foot of the scaffold, 
where a halt was made. 

The most upright head and the firmest foot- 
step in that score of solemn men were that of 
thé condemned. . His general appearance was 
more that of a bridegroom than a murderer

The little fellows had been 
deeply affected, and had gone away crying 
bitterly, thinking of the doomed man’s fate.

They were shown 
to the cell. 

“Good morning, George,”’ said Dr. Griffin,

Washington. The question sounded like a 
hint that the melon had better be sent pretty 
s00n, : 

“IT don’t know, exactly,” was the reply. 

Washington wanted a toddy and Dr. Griffin 
ordered him one, 

Only three or four minutes after Dr. Griffin 
and Dr. Ebbert left the melon arrived at the 
jail—a large 25-cent one. It was putin water 
to cool, and entirely forgotten afterwards. 

The next and last present was from the 
storekeeper near the jail. It was a package of 
cigarettes. These were passed in to the 
doomed man’s cell, and he smoked several of 
them afterwards. 

At 9:40 five colored preachers came in a 
body—R. E. Hart, Anderson Gordon, Larry 
Thomas, Seab Lee and H. Bonner. 

Washington’s wife came out after being in 
the cell about three-quarters of an hour, and, 
walking out through the office and revenue 
barracks to the back yard where the gallows 
was standing, viewed the ghastly sonllihdinn 
with undisguised interest and satisfaction. 
She seemed wholly unaffected by shame or 
sorrow. 

She was ordered out of the yard by one of 
the deputies, and left in a bad humor. 

Lee, one of the preachers, was admitted to 
Washington’s cell just before his wife come 
out. Washington gave to his wife $31.45 in 
money for herself and his child, and also gave 
her his old clothes to dispose of. 

Washington also stated that he had hid away 
about nine miles from Atlanta, on the West- 
ern and Atlantaroad, $400 and over in money, 
besides ‘‘some other «things.”” He wanted 
this money and “other things’ found and 
given to his wife. 

Lee, this penedhes, was the leading spiritual 
adviser for both Purifoy and Orange, the last 
twomenhung in the county. He carried 
Purifoy’s body to Barnesville, and Orange’s to 
Greensboro, and after the execution yesterday 
he teok charge of Washington's body. 

While Lee was still in his cell, Washington 
asked to be baptized. This was readily 
agreed to. 

One of the arrivals—they commenced pour- 
ing in soon after 10 o’clock—was Robert Oli- 
ver, father of thé man that Washington killed. 
He is part Indian, with six corkscrew curls, 
compromise between the Iudian straight hair 
and negro kinks, failing upon his shoulders. 
Oliver’s wife and child were also admitted, 
and witnessed the execution. Washington 
had specially requested his victim’s wife to be 
es and she came mainly to oblige him. 

ter a cousin of Oliver’s was admitted with 
another colored girl. These were the only 
women witnesses. 

All the prisoners on the side of the jail next 
the scaffold, upstairs and down, were removed 


_ to the other side and locked up. So the only 


prisoners to witness the execution were the 
mioonshiners, not confined in cells. 

It was.nearly 11 o’clock when Lee and 
Jones, the two preachers who were to baptize 
Washington, were carried to his cell. Fouts 
carried a Biblejand Lee a tin drinking cup half 
full of water to ‘‘sprinkle” with. Washington, 
without any to-do on his part, was speedily 
made a member of the African Methodist 
church. 

Hits new coat was brought to the cell. 

“This is 38," said Washington, looking at 
the number on the alapaca coat, “‘and besides 
3 _—_ & coat to match my pants.

That big drill which was billed to come off 
at Piedmont park yesterday failed to mate- 
rialize. 


The companies were all there, the judges all : 


there, and the people were there. 


Nothing was lacking, but at the last mo- | 


ment it was decided that Captain Jackson 
McHenry’s company, the Governer’s Volun- 
teers, was dressed too fine, and that their guns 
glistened too brightly under the rays of the 
summer sun! 

Shortly after the procession reached the 
park McHenry’s company withdrew from the 
line and retired to one of the buildings on the 
ground. 

Inside the building was a large number of 
boxes, and these McHenry’s crowd proceeded 
toopen. Part of the boxes were filled with 
fancy dress uniforms, with jaunty tasseled 
caps inscribed in front with the letters “G. 
V.,”’ While the others were filled with bright, 
new guns, glistening bayonets, swords and 
other paraphernalia of war. 

McHenry and his forty men proceeded to 
open the boxes in short order. First they 
pulled out the faultless coats and gazed at 
them in rapture. Next came out the pants 
and then the belts and swords. 

Thea~the company rigged themselves out in 
full in their new outtits and gazed at each 
other in triumph. 

‘I don’t say we gwine ter git dat prize, but 
here’s-what I says: that ’Gusty company ain’t 
gwine ter gitit’ithout they does some tall drill- 
in’,’’ said one august member, as he gazed ad- 
miringly at his new uniform. 

“Dat dey ain’t,””’ echoed another one of 
them. “Dese Guv’ner Volunteers gwine 
show dat Sam <Antonium and dem D’uglas 
Light Infantry crowd some p’ints "bout 
drillin’.” 

And then, headed by a band, the Governor’s 
Volunteers sallied forth. Round the race 
track they went until they reached the front 
of the grand stand, and then a mighty cheer 
went up, which wasechoed again and again. 

McHenry’s company had captured the 
crowd, whether they had won the prize or 
not. 

The judges were in the stand ready for the 
drill tocommence. The hour when the pro- 
gramme said the drill would occur had al- 
ready passed, and yet the different companies 
held back in spite of the entreaties of the 
judges and others to get them to enter. 

‘“‘McHenry’s company,” said the Douglas 
Light Infantry, of Augusta, “is too finely 
dressed, and their guns are polished too 
brightly, and we cannot enterthe contest with 
them.” 

The Columbus Guards thought so, too. 

Captain Hill, of the Fulton Guards, and 
the captain of the Excelsior Guards from 
San Antonio, did not fear McHenry’s company, 
however, and said they were willing to enter 
the drill with them, even if they were a swell 
dressed company. 

The matter was referred to the committee 
oh arrangements, whose kicks against Mc- 
Henry’s company had been louder than any 
of the companies. In the meantime, the Goy- 
ernor’s Voluntsers, happy with the ovation 
they had received, sought the generous shelter 
of the trees, and were deep in the enjoymént 
of a lot of fine watermelons. 

At 3 o’clock the companies were still loung 
ing about the grand stand awaiting orders. 
The judges were getting impatient. 

At this time one of the management ordered 
the performance of the wild west show. The 
show consisted of one man with a rope, a 
negro boy andamule. The boy would gallop 
the mule up and down before the grand stand, 
and the man would lasso him. 

‘‘Now, ain’t dat a show!”’ yelled the crowd. 
“Give us de drill.” 

McHenry approached the committee and 
wanted to know if his company was to be ad- 
mitted. 

“Cap’n, your comp’ny can’t enter the drill,” 
said one of the committee. 

McHenry retired, deeply enraged at the in- 
justice. 

‘‘Look how dem buttons giisten!’’ said one 
of the Augusta troops. ‘‘And don’t dem guns 
shine!’’ - ; 

Mr. Bethel, one of the judges, said it was 
wrong to keep McHenry out, and another one 
of the judges characterized it as an outrage. 

McHenry and his company were fighting 


/ mad, and fora time a big row seemed immi- 


nent. Hot words and hard epithets were 
bandied by both sides, and but for the presence 
of Sergeant Mike White and a force of men 
there would have been a smal! battle. 

“Just because my company has made a de- 
cent appearance they won’t let us enter,’’ said 
McHenry, angrily. 

‘‘Hurrah for McHenry!’’ yelled the crowd. 

Then the committee announced that there 
would be no drill. 

“Give us back our money, then,”’ yelled the 
crowd in chorus. ‘*We paid to see the drill. 
We want thedrill or our money.” 

“We're going to have footraces,”’ said one 
of the managers. 

But that wouldn’t take. . The crowd wanted 
the drill and they shouted forit. The Excel- 
sior Guards, of San Antonio, Tex., protested 
loudly. 

They had come all the way from Texas in 
the hope of winning the $500 prize and wanted 
to be given a chance. 

But the committee was deaf to all argument 
and the drill was declared off. 

Then the committee brought out two local 
baseball teams just to get the crowd interested 
until the races began. But it wouldn’t work. 
Tie crowd was mad and everybody clamored 
for the drill or their money back.

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET.

EF NEW YORK, July 3.—The day before a holiday is 
never one of much activity at the New York stock ex- 
change, and today was no exception totherule. The 
dullness and apathy which have become so marked of

Foreign houses were without orders, but Louisville, 
‘whose fluctuating it has been fashionable to attribute 
to foreign influence, was specially strong, while Ss 
Paul kept pace with it. A dissolution of an injunction 
restraining the Western National bank from paying 
tue dividend checks of the American Sugar Refining 
Company did actually help that stock up. The strength 
displayed may with truth be ascribed in part to the an- 
nouncement that the 4% per cents would be extended, 
which was made public late last night; but certainly 
saore to a desire of the trading element to even up its 
contracts over the holiday. Except in the few stocks 
mentioned business was entirely of a hand-to-mouth 
order and movements entirely without significance.

WILL BE IN HER FATHER’S CARE 
AND KEEPING, 


Bat Her Mother Will Have the Privilege 
of Seeing Her—The Case Decided 
Yesterday. 


Pretty little Beulah Keppel has been given 
to her father by the court but the mother of 
the little girl will have the privilege of seeing 
the child as often as is reasonable and the 
father will have to give bond not to carry 
Beulah beyond the jurisdiction of the court. 

This was the decision made yesterday morn- 
ing by Judge Marshall J. Clarke in the case of 
Mrs. Mary E. Keppel against her husband 
Henry A. Keppel. 

When the court met yesterday morning, 
Judge Clarke stated that he did not care to 
hear from Mr. Keppel’s attorney. He had de- 
cided to award the care of the child to Mr. 
Keppel on condition that he would by the 
10th of the month give bond in the sum of a 
thousand dollars not tocarry Beulah beyond 

he jurisdiction of the court, and that he would 
allow Mrs. Keppel to see the child as often as 
was reasonable. The court directed that an 
order to that effect be prepared. 

This was not at all satisfactory to Mr. Kep- 
pel. He thought he ought tohave the custody 
of the child without being restricted as to 
where he could carry her. His counsel an- 
nounced that the case would be carried to the 
supreme court. 

If, by 3 o’clock on the 10th of July, Mr. 
Keppel gives the bond required by the court, 
he will have the custody of his child until the 
final decision in the divorce proceedings. The 
question of which shall have Beulah after 
that time will be decided bya jury. In the 
meantime the little girl and her mamma will 
meet occasionally. P
